STRENGTH IN NEW YORK 





New Jerséy Governor Kept Out 
of 15 or 20 Votes by Empire 
State Unit Rule.

BALTIMORE, July 1.—At the time for 


opening of the Democratic national 


convention today, after a recess of 36 
hours, friends of Gov. Woodrow Wilson 
of New Jersey made the’ positive pre- 
diction that he would be nominated 
during the day, Wilson needed 318% 
votes, in addition to the 407 he then 
held, to get the presidential nomination. 
By the utmost stretch of figuring, how- 
ever, the Wilson men were unable to 
show conclusively that their candidate 


could accumulate the necessary two- 


thirds. 

The indications favored a prolonged 
deadlock with a test of physical en- 
durance between the followers of Con- 
gressman Underwood and Speaker 
Clark on one side sand Goy. Wilson on 
the other. 

The Clark strength on the early bal- 
lots‘was expected to diminish until Wil- 
s0n became a majority candidate, 
Clark was then. Clark’s delegates are 
wavering in all directions. Wilson’s in- 
creased vote, his managers declared, 
would come in the early balloting today 
from Colorado, Arkansas, Mississippi, 
Rhode Island, Connecticut and Iowa. 


Wilson Gains Rapidly. 

The remarkable growth of the Wilson 
sentiment in the laSt 24 hours caused 
consternation among the Clark man- 
agers. It was declared on reliable au- 
thority that many of the Western and 
Southern delegates instructed for Clark 
have been released by their  con- 
stituencies from these instructions and 
told to voté for the New Jersey Gover- 
nor. A large number of delegates, how- 
ever, were so tied up by ironclad in- 
structions that they were unable to cast 
their votes for Wilson. In states in- 
structed for Clark where Wilson was not 
named as the second choice, the Wilson 
men are usually in a minority. 

The Clark delegates from these states 
who are against Wilson were determined 
to hold to their instructions and thus 
(ramp the ardent Wilsonites who are 
anxious to break away into the Wilson 
column. 

The California delegates, for instance, 
who have been voting solidly for Clark 
because of instructions, have beqn show- 
ered with telegrams advising them, in 
fact ordering them, to vote for Wilson. 
Arizona has been one for Wilson and 
five for Clark. Two of the Clark dele- 
sates from Arizona were informed today 
that their instructions had been nullified 
Murphy has the power because of in- 
structions to vote the 90 New Yorkers 
as a unit, but. Willlam G. McAdoo and 
other Wilson men in the.* delegation 
would reach the conclusion that the 
time has about arrived for them to show 
their colors.

Neither 
will they burn up the skins of Mr. and 
Mrs. Valenti and cast the ashes into the 
air. 

Maledet! Phil and Comado are re 
strained from doing either because of 
American laws and officials. Not for 
doing these things but merely for 
threatening to do them Phil and Comado 
were dragged into the United States 
District court Monday, where they 
pleaded guilty to ‘“‘devising schemes to 
defraud and using the United States 
maiis to further them.” 

This is the new charge under which 
the Government is convicting the send- 
ers of blackhand letters. 
means a prison sentence of not more 
than four years for each count. Four 
counts each were in the charges against 
Philiand Comado. Judge Dyer took the 
matter of punishment under advisement, 
and Phil and Comado are trembling for 
fear he will give them the maximum, 
which would mean 16 years in prison 
for each. 

Letter Is 

Feb, 25, Mr. and Mrs. Valenti re- 
ceived a letter which has been traced 
to the two men. The Valentis are peace- 
able residents. of what is known as the 
Dago Hill district. They turned the 
letters over to thé police. It’s crude 
Italian when translated said: 

‘Dear Friend: With these few lines 

in this letter I let. you know the last 
state of my good health as well as that 
of my company. I hope to hear .the 
same from you and your companion. 
So, dear friend, we want $2000. It is 
better that you let us have those $2000. 
So I beg you and your companion to 
give me that money. 
“Tf yes, and we want ft; and if not 
we want it and therefore: if yes we 
want it and if no we want it the same. 
Even if it is impossible we want $2000. 
And again, out of your skins we will 
make us a pair of shoes for each one of 
us if you don’t give it to me. But if 
you give me that money, we swear to 
yeu that we will protect your skins. 
Beware that if you do not care to give 
this money you will have, some morn- 
ing, your skins burnt up and the ashes 
thrown into the air.” 

Other Evidence Found. 
Postoffice inspectors who searched the 
rooms o{ the prisoners say they found 
other incriminating evidence against the 
men.

Socialists Hail Removal of Pe- 
troleum Potash and Spirits 
From Private Control

BERLIN, July 1-—The theory 
some Socialists that their proposed form 
of Government will come into existence 
as an evolution from the state owner- 
ship of means of production and ex- 
change received some degree of substan- 
tiation from the reported intention of 
Germany to make a new—the third—at- 
tempt to create state monopolies of pe- 
troleum, spirits and potash. 

The object of the Government fn this 
effort is to solve its financial difficul- 





ties by diverting the profits from these; - 


industries and products to the state. 
It has been .estimated that already 
one-eighth of the male Germans who 
independently earn their livings are 
either state officials or municipal em- 
ployes, Posts, railways and schools 
provide employment for a large per- 
centage of the. population. 


Opponents of state monopolies point | 


out the alleged inadequate pay for serv- 
ices rendered to the Government. It is 
true, say these critics, that the state 
zives to the individual in its employ 
additional recognition, if not recom- 
pense, in the form of decorations, hon- 
ors and titles, but this, they say, is 
only a consolation, not an adjustment 
of the employes’ difficulties.

POINTS TO PROGRESS 





Opinion Says Improvements Are 
Under Way and Writ of Ouster 
Might Do Great Harm. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch: 
JEFFERSON CITY, July 1.—The At- 


torney-General’s department today de- 
clined to institute proceedings in the 
Supreme Court attacking the validity of 


the charter of University City. The 
opinion in the application, which was 
filed by W.eH. Allen and George A, 
Mackey, representing residents of Park 
View, University City, was written by 
Assistant Attorney-General John M. At- 
kinson., 

He reviews at considerable length the 
fight made against the charter of the 
city before a special commissioner ap- 
pointed by the Supreme Court to take 
testimony in 1906, and also the suit filed 
about the same time by the Prosecuting 
Attorney of St. Louis County, also at- 
tacking the charter in the local courts. 

Bonds for a City Hall. 

The Assistant Attorney-General points 
out that both these s@ts were dismissed 
and since then the city has. voted $100,- 
000 of bonds for a city hall, fire depart- 
ment and bridge; entered into a long 
contract for water, issued $60,000 for a 
high school and incurred some $41,000 of 
obligations for street improvements. 

The hearing indicated, the department 
holds, that the city has a population of 
more than 2300 and has enjoyed good 
police and fire protection. 

“A writ of ouster could serve no good 
rurpose at this late date,’’ says the As- 
sistant Attorney-General. ‘‘Great harm 
night come to innocent persons and in- 
jury result from the bringing of such a 
suit at this cate as well as the stagna- 
tion of all public improvements now in 
progress or in contemplation by the city. 

Points to Electiong Held. 

‘For more than three years the citi- 
zenship of the city has remained silent, 
public elections have been held and large 
sums for bonds for public improvements 
have been voted and sold to innocent 
third parties. 

“After a most careful review of all 
the facts and law applicable thereto in 
the premises under consideration, we 
have come to the conclusion thatthe At- 
torney-General, as the chief law officer 
of the State, should be stopped both in 
law and equity from instituting the sec- 
ond suit to test the legality of the in- 
corporation of University City.” ©

Mrs. Pearl Elliott Davidson obtained a 
divorce from Alfred J. Davidson, for- 
mer president of the Frisco Railroad, 
Monday, after a trial lasting 15 minutes, 
in Judge McQuillin‘’s court. 

Davidson made no defense, but was 
represented hy his attorney, W. F. 


Evans, counsel of the Rock Island Rail- 
road, who agreed to a stipulation that 
Mrs.’ Davidson shall receive $100 a 
month alimony. 
Davidson, who lost his position as pres- 
ident of the Frisco after a meteoric ca- 
reer in St. Louis, and who was found 
in Chicago broke and disheveled after 
niysteriously disappearing there, is now 
regaining his prestige as a railroad of- 
ficial in Portland, Ore., where he is 
v-orking on a comparatively small salary 
for the Portland & Seattle Railway. 

Divorce by Default. 
Davidson obtained her divorce 
by. default. She was on the witness 
stand about 10 minutes. Her blue tailor- 
made gown was almost severely pl2in 
and she wore no jewelry. Her blue 
straw hat was trimmed with blue and 
yellow ribbon. - 
She testified that she and Davidson 
were married at Yoakum, Tex., Feb. 4, 
1891, and that they separated in St. 
Louis in May, 1910.. 
Mrs. Davidson told the Court she had 
no idea why her husband left home. 
Two or three days after his disappear- 
ance, she said, she heard that he was 
in Chicago and she sent him two tele- 
grams. He wired her that he would re- 
turn home at once, but failed to keep 
the promise. 
Mrs. Davidson’s lip quivered as she 
told of the dismantling of their home 
in the Aberdeen grertments at 10 North 
King’s highway. 
“Though my husband’s salary was 
very large, he had not paid the rent,” 
she said. “I was annoyed by creditors. 
Finally the sheriff seized and sold al!

Promised to Come Back. 

“In October, 1910, I went to Chicago 
and saw my husband. He promised to 
return to St. Louis in a few days and 
he gave me a check for $1000. When I

FTER they are 7 years old, 
the boys and girls should not 
be in the same room,’’ is the 

saying of Confucius, the Chi- 
nese sage, and this saying had been 
strictly followed in Japan until the Day 
of the Restoration, some forty-five years 
ago. Even at present the habit of many 
centuries of keeping boys and girls 
apart is strongly in evidence, and al- 
though nobody prohibits them to meet, 
nobody encourages them to make each 
other’s acquaintance. And as there are 
few balls, parties and receptions, the 
boys and girls have small chance of be- 
ing introduced to one another. 

This greatly handicaps the girls in 
meetings boys and in having the op- 
portunity of becoming friends. with 
them. It is still considered impertinent 
for any girl to ask a boy*®to call, though 
they know each other fairly. well., Girls 
have only a very few boy friends, their 
boy friends mostly being friends of their 
families or friends of their brothers. 
Girls’ opportunities of being courted 
by boys are’very rare, and they could 
not under any circumstances flirt with 
their wooers openly. Japanese girls 
would never tell their love affairs even 
to the closest of their friends. 

The courting is always done in secret. 
When the fact that she fs engaged to a 
young man is known, a girl’s parents 
will interfere and may prohibit the girl 
to continue the relation. The social cus- 
tom of Japan does not approve of such 
love. 

With the ever-watchin® eyes of the 
parents around them all the time, and 
the severe rule against the courtship of 
young people in the unwritten law book 
of society, it is impossible for two lovers 
to meet often and still more difficult for 
them to enjoy each other's company 
secretly.
